C. Scott, gome fifteen years ago he re- 
tired from active business but finding 
Idleness irksome lo his spirit he after- 
ward opened a little store at the corner 
of Spring arid Mary streets, which he 
conducled for a short lime. Of late 
his failing health had precluded his 
attention to aellve affairs. 


He was a charter member of Gen. G. 


Warren Post, No. 21, G. A. It., 
and had served as commander of the 
liost, as well as filling oilier ulllces. Ho 
was a member and former president of

Light of the Start. 


Various attempts have been made to 


•ttmate the light of stars. 
In the 


northern hemisphere Argelander has 
registered 324,000 stars down to the 
nine and one-half magnitude, wilt the 
*Id of the best photometric data. 
Agnes M. Clerk's "System of the Stars" 
gives the sum of the light of these 
northern stats as equivalent to 1.440 
of full moonlight, and the total light of 
all stars similarly enumerated In both 
hemispheres to the uumber of about 
900,000 is roughly placed at 1.1SO of 
the lunar brightness. 
The scattered 


light of still fainter celestial bodies Is 
difficult to evaluate. By a photograph- 
ic method Sir William Abuey in 1SOO 
rated the total starlight of both hem 
Ispheres as 1.100 of full moonlight 
and Professor Xcwcoinb In 1901 froii 
visual observations of diffused 
sky 


radiance filed the light power of al 
Btars nt Just 72S times that of C'apclla 
or 1.S9 of the light of the full moon 
It is not certain, however, that the sk> 
•would be totally dark If all stars were 
blotted out. Certain processes make 
toe upper atmosphere strongly lutni 
nous nt times, and one never can be 
sure that this light is absent.

How Cfoudt and Fogs Dlfftr. 


Clouds are bodies of moisture evapo- 


rated from Ihe earth aud again partial- 
ly condensed lu the upper regions of 
the nlr. Fogj differ from clouds only 
In one resireel—they come In contact 
with the surface of. the. earth while 
clouds nre elevated above our beads. 
When the surface of the earth lu 
warmer than the lower nlr the vapor of 
the earth, being condensed by the chill 
air, becomes rnlst or fog. But when 
the lower air Is warmer than the earth 
the vapor rises through the air and be- 
comes cloud. Fog and mist differ In 
this respect—that mist Is,a fine rain, 
while fog Is vapor not sufficiently con- 
densed to allow of its precipitation In 
drops. 


The Fata Morgana. 


The most singular aerial phenomenon 


Ii tlie fata morgana, a sea mirage seen 
off the coast of Calabria and between 
Italy and Sicily. It presents the phan- 
toms of cities, bouses, temples, palaces 
and ships, sometimes In their proper 
position, sometimes Inverted, occasion- 
ally at an angle. The phenomenon has 
been known for many ages and for- 
merly occasioned great aud widespread 
alarm, being regarded as an evil omen 
that betokened some general aud se- 
vere calamity.'

and milk chocolate. The muii with 
tlie big tin placard lias been abroad iu 
Iheland, and Ihe names of the various 
brands of Swi-s chocolate (that is the 
great subject of expJoilaliou at present), 
fallow the traveller from Geneva to 
Constance, and up Inlo the mountains 
of Ihe Orisons; he soon becomes so fa- 
inllinr with them that lie involuntarily 
murmurs ihe trade names whenever 
he sees a square blotch of led or yellow 
or brown or green on a distant chalet. 
These placards look so like'bome that 
uninformed tourists from tlie United 
Slates easily mistake ihem for Ameri- 
can adverllsments.

industry, coal and iron; 


indetd, she Ins few- raw products of 
any sort. Fancy a country w poor iu 
natural icsources, without navigable 
rivers, separated from 
ihe sea by a 


great mountain barrier, hemmed in by 
a solid wall of tariffs, Frencn, German 
Austrian and Italian, aud without po- 
litical power lo back commercial enter- 
prise; yet this coiiulry his made itttlf 
au important factor iu the Industry 
aud commerce of tlie 
World. One 


great ualural 
advantage, 
however, 


Switzerlaud does possess, 
namely a 


large and reliable water-power; to what 
esteut this advantage lias, been 
em- 


ployed will appear from tlie fact that 
factories wilh water-power considera- 
bly out-number those with t.leauj—and 
that Iu horse power th« loriuerexceed 
the later two to uue. The total availa- 
ble water-power of the country has 
been estimated at 86,000 horse power; 
ihe relative value uftuif figure caii be 
appreciated wheu uue learns that 30,- 
000 horse power would Eunice tu run 
the entire railway system of Ihe coun- 
try. 


Notwiihstaudi.ig these InliUI econo- 


mic ditlicullles, Ibe Industry and com- 
merce uf tho couutry have grown re- 
markably 
within a generation. Al- 


ready Hie proportion of Ibe population 
dependeni on agriculture uud pastoral 
pursuits has fallen to fuity per cent, al- 
though slock raising has been largely 
developed in recent years by'certain 
flourishing branches of Swiss industry. 
Even so tbe import of cattle Is more 
(hau three times as great as the export, 
aud a heavy import uf lood stuffs is now 
necessary. Moreover, the raw inuterinls 
for Ibe fuur largest specialties in the ex- 
port trade, silk, cotton, watches aud 
machinery, must be imported. Only 
for a few branches of manufacture— 
condensed milk, cheese, milk chocolate, 
paper, wooden ware—does the couutry 
furnish its owu raw materials In whole 
or iu large patt. 
But despite all hand- 


icaps Switzerland ha», next to Belgium 
aud Holland, tne largest export relative 
to population, and itstoUUrafHc move- 
ment, Iu aud out, Is one of tbe largest 
per capita ill tbe world. 11 may be ob- 
jected tbat these traffic figure* are load- 
ed by UK lane transit bualnea* of tbe 
8wUs railways, especially between Ger- 
many and Italy; but statistics snow 
that transit nerebaodlae Is but a small 
part of tbe entire railway touuag* of 
the couutry.

The mountains of Switzerland are 


iudeed a formidable barrier to inter- 
communication aud trade, but Ibey are 
also oue of the principal sources of Ibe 
country's prosperity; flrst, a* a source 
of water-power; second, as scenery. 
In- no other country or region do we 
find such complete and systematic com- 
mercial exploitation of the natural' 
beauty. Switzerland ha? a regular an- 
nual trade balance agalust it of at least 
200,000,000 franca. This adverse bal- 
ance, added to the large profits tbat ev- 
idently stay i u the couutry, will give 
some Idea of tbe amount of ready mon- 
ey tbat must be brought Into tbe conn- 
Iry by tourlsta, who are1 thought to 
number about 400,000 a year. A re- 
cently published estimate (hat foreign- 
ers spend, annually about one hundred 
million francs la Switzerland must be 
far below trw mark. 


Tbe principal business tbat ie directly 


dependent upon tbe touriot traffic is of 
course tbat of hotel-keeping. It Is a 
significant fact that two-thirds of all 
the hotel accommodations are In houses 
(hat are open ouly during tbo season; 
that U, from three to Bve months In 
the year, Considering. tbat the great 
majority of the Swiss resorts must 
make all tbelr profits for the year In a 
few weeks, the hotel rates are really 
surprisingly low; there are not many 
places Iu the world where tbe guest Is 
surer to get his money's worth. The 
best figures obtainable certainly do not 
show the profits of tbe hotel to be ex- 
orbitant. It Is estimated that the total 
capital Invested In the buiiueas ie over 
ove hundred mlllloa fraucs, the total 
groat Income: leas than one hundred 
million, operatinf expenses about fifty- 
three million and Interest on indebted- 
ness tb.lrty4b.res million. That leaves 
but tea or twelve mill ton francs net 
profit. 
Tbe wage and salary ex- 


peoditure seems very small to au 
American; (be total for 26,000 em- 
ployees la reckoned at tea mlllloa 
franca, to which, at a guess of tb* esti- 
mator's, four million francs In lew may 
b* a<Med.
